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FOOD  SUBSIDIES  TO  END  SCON 
Most  wartime  food  subsidies  will  be  withdrawn  by  June  30,  1946,  the  Office 
of  War  Mobilization  and  Reconversion  has  arm  or  need.    The  announcement  said  price 
ceilings  on  some  commodities  may  be  raised. 

Before  a  particular  subsidy  is  removed,  notice  will  be  given  producers— 
and  as  far  in  advance  as  possible. 

Subsidies  on  dairy  production,  regional  fluid  milk,  feeder  cattle,  beef, 
sheep  and  lambs,  and  flour  are  among  those,  slated  to  go  by  June  30,  1946. .  Sub- 
sidies on  canned  and  frozen  vegetables,  dry  edible  beans,  prunes,  and  raisins 
will  end  not  later  than  the  close  of  the  1945  crop  season. 

The  perk  subsidy  of  -i?1.50  a  live  hundredweight  will  end  not  later  than  March 
31,  1946,  with  the  40-cent  subsidy  scheduled  to  end  net  later  than  June  30,  1946. 
The  vegetable  shortening  subsidy  is  to  end  not  later  than  December  31,  1915;  the 
cheese  subsidy  not  later  than  February  2  3,  1946,

The  farmer  committeemen  t  o  be  elected  in  every  agricultural  community  and 
county  will  have  a  lot  to  do  in  helping  New  Mexico  farmers  and  ranchmen  make 
adjustments  to  peacetime  conditions,  he  said. 

"The  problems  of  reconversion  require  the  best  farmer  leadership  we  have," 
he  added.    "If  the  present  committeemen  are  measuring  up  to  their  jobs,  farmers 
should  turn  out  and  give  them  a  vote  of  confidence.    If  new  blood  is  needed, 
farmers  have  an  equal  duty  to  elect  the  best  available  leaders," 


c:.the  :~.v"i~:^3  have  passed  peak 

With  cattle  marketings  now  past  the  peak,  the  third  week  cf  October  may  set 
an  all— time  record.    During  that  "Week,  more  than  276,000  head  of  cattle  were  re- 
ceived at  the  32  principal  markets,  as  compared  with  265,000  head  for  the  previous 
record  week  in  1944  and  271,000  head  for  the  first  week  in  November  1945. 

The  peak  in  hog  slaughter  'may  be  expected  about  the  second  week  in  December 
or  early  in  January.    Only  about  half  as  many  hogs  are  being  marketed  this  year 
as  last.    Slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  has  been  running  about  16  per  cent  under 
that  of  a  year  ago, 

CROP  PRODUCTION  FALLS  PSLO'f  RECORD 

U.  S.  crop  production  this  year  will  be  a  little  below  the  all-time  records 
cf  1942  and  1944,  the  USDA  forecast  this  week  following  slight  declines  in 
prospects  for  most  major  crops  during  October* 

The  biggest  decline  was  in  cotton,  where  the  forecast  fell  off  by  411,000 
bales  during  the  month.    The  1945  cotton  crop  is  new  estimated  at  9,363,000  bales 
— the  lowest  production  since  1399,  with  the  exception  of  1921. 

The  combined  j^ields  per  acre  for  23  principal  crops  were  31  vor  cent  above 
the  1923-32  pre-drought  average. 

LOVER  PRICES  AHEAD  FOR  5 GGS  .GAD  POULTRY 

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  predicts  material  price  declines  for 
eggs  and  moderate  declines  for  chickens  and  turkeys  for  1946. 

Under  the  Steagall  amendment  to  the  price  stabilization  act,  eggs,  chickens 
(except  broilers),  and  turkeys  must  be  supported  at  not  less  than  90  per  cent 
of  parity  at  least  during  1945  and  1947. 

ANDERSON  SUGGESTS  NSff  P/.RITY  FORMULA 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  P.  Anderson,  who  believes  the  present 
parity  formula  is  outgrown,  outlines  three  steps  for  constructing  an  "up-to-date 
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and  workable"  one  i 

1.  Define  a  "fair  share  of  the  national  income,"  taking  into  account 
changes  in  agriculture  and  industry. 

2.  Devise  a  parity  formula  to  yield  that  fair  share  under  full  employment., 
while  encouraging  the  most  efficient  use  of  our  agricultural  resources. 
Such  goals  should  encourage  adjustments  toward  the  kind  of  crops,  live- 
stock, and  fiber  America  must  have  to  live  on  a  high  level; 

3.  '.Tcrk  out  methods  of  reaching  parity  goals. 

Such  methods,  Secretary  Anderson  said,  could  include  government  payments 
necessary  to  guarantee  farmers  a  fair  share  of  the  national  income,  programs  to 
increase  consumption  of  agricultural  products,  temporary  incentive  prices  on 
commodities   ■  that  otherwise  might  fall  short  of  demand,  maintenance  of  the 
ever-normal  granary  with  commodity  loans,  and  acreage  adjustments  if  necessary.
